The admissions tax law looms up 
as the legit theatres' major prob- 
lem and will be the first matter 
taken up by the Theatre League at 
Its next meeting. 

Discrimination In the law Is 
^barged and It is known that cer- 
tain ticket agency interests spent 
much time in Washington during 
the framing of the act. That the 
provisions favor ticket brokers who 
re-sell for more than the bozofBce 
price Is obvious, restrictions un- 
favorably affecting theatres being 
equally clear. 

Two brokers are mentioned aa 
having lobbied for the legislation. 
One Is reported having boasted of 
'what he put over.' Both are known 
to have been selling tickcta for bits 
for prices greatly in excess of the 
established price and under the new 
law a speculator may charge any

NEW YORK IN MIDST OF 
SLOT MACHINE EPIDEMIC 



New Tork has become the target 
for a deluge of those five and 25- 
cent slot machinea. Recent local 
cqurt ruling that the machines are 
legal was the starter. A conserva- 
tive estimate figures 130,000 of the 
ijnachlnes now loose in Manhattan. 

In the Times Square sector there 
arc machines in almost every other 
eliop, some appearing even in beauty 
parlors. Practically all soda foun- 
tains and cigar stores are display- 
ing them and they form part of the 
equipment in practically every 
speakeasy in the city. 

Stores housing the machines are 
not asked to put up any cash, but 
share In the machine's profits on a 
60-50 spilt. 

Machines are ostensibly not 
/or gambling purposes. By putting 
in either a nickel or quarter and 
pulling a lever, three rolls of flgures 
revolve. Certain combinations' pay 
Cut varying amounts of 'trade 
cbecks.' Also, supposedly, a roll of 
mints goes with each twirl of the 
machine, making a legitimate 
'Amusement' from a legal stand- 
point. 

' In most" places, especially the 
epeaks, the checks %re redeemed for 
cash, while restaurants and cigar 
scores, for the greater part, are ac- 
cepting them only for merchandise, 
thus staying within the law.

The candy-scale department in 
Publix is headed by Max Schoss- 
berg who -waa in charge of mer- 
chandising for Glmbel -Brop. depart- 
ment stores for 16 years. He. is a 
close . personal friend ...of Adolph 
Zukor.- His assistant is Jack Mill 
who for m'ahy years was with- Pack 
Shops, inc., manufacturers oif 
weighing machines. V 

Sale of sweets In Publix houses 
has proved so profitable that Publix 
may make its own candVi Jldw- 
ever, Schossberg Inclines against it. 
' 600 Theatres 

At present candy and scale ser- 
vice is maintained in approximately 
600 Publix theatres. ' About all it 
costs Publix iii handling the scales 
is a convenient spot or two In lobr 
bles and rest rooms, and a minor 
portion of auditing. 

Only one ■warehouse for the con- 
fectionery is operated by Publix; in 
Chicago. In all other cases, the 
manufacturers deliver as required 
by the thfeaireaL 



Two innovations " In iSia lobby 
merchandising scheme are under- 
going experiment at the present 
time. 

In Boston, at the Metropolitan, 
the chain has set aside a portion of 
the lobby as the Platinum Salon. 
Permitting dancing here, Publix 
has leased that portion of the lobby 
as a sandwich-soft drinks conces- 
sion. Tlie deal calls for a guatun- 
tee , against a percentage! of the in- 
take over a certain figure. 

In Brooklyn another idea is being 
worked out on candy counters. One 
has been designed to conform arch- 
itecturally to the theatre Itself. 
Purpose of the Brooklyn candy 
counter Is to dress up the merchan- 
dising of confections to the point 
where they will not appear in un- 
favorable contrast to the theatre 
Itself and its decorative scheme. 

Publix virtually stands alone in 
the extent to which it has pushed 
the candy-scale lobby business. 
Flrs.t to incept the Idea, other cir- 
cuits fell m line but most of them 
quickly dispensed with the innova- 
tion, Warner Bros, continue on the 
second most impressive scale. . 

In some of the towns, such as 
Rocheister, Minn., where the Drs. 
Mayo are located, the weighing 
machines were more of a silver 
than a copper mine; The rich 
neurasthenias going to Rochester 
for treatment dropped dimes and 
quarters when pennies were un- 
available into the weighing ma- 
chines. 

As curables, they were ever-con- 
scious of their weight, making Pub- 
Ilx's theatres in Rochester at one 
time paying handsomely through 
the weighing scales alone.

Neither 
country budged and all companies 
closed their offices. Now, word from 
Belgrade is that- Germany is prac- 
tically ready to open both coun- 
tries up.

They simply move German film 
companies to the countries Involved 
and shoot their film there, break- 
ing down the tariff barrier. 

Recently Ufa of Germany closed 
a contract -with Swensk of Sweden 
for Inter-distrlbutlon. With anti- 
foreign dubbing laws going into, ef- 
fect, exchange of studio space will 
be natural and easy. Same thing is 
true of TTfa and Gaumont of Eng- 
land and Ufa Is currently negotiat- 
ing the same sort of deal with Hun- 
nia. of Budapest, In that country, 
incidentally, France already haus 
some' such arrangement through ah 

Osso-Miiiei'va tieup. 

In Italy Ufa . has a tieup with 
Pittaluga and. Tobis with Cesare. In 
France Tobis has Its own studio and 
Ufa has several tleups. Pathe- 
Natah and Tobis are said to . be 
talking things over and Vandal and 
Delac Interproduced in France and 
Germany. * 

Past few weeks, understanding in 
New York Is, German fllmers have 
been devoting their time especially 
to strengthening these tleups every- 
where, which will be swung into ac- 
tion the minute the new contingent 
laws arc signed.

Affiliated chains, by their current 
nim purchasing sprees for major 
company product, are proffering a 
massed invitation to indie product 
to brieak in -on the bigger circuits 
on a seasonal basis for the first 
time in tiie history of the biz- The 
buying sprees have been caused by 
apprehension on the part of certain, 
of the chains of a shortage of prod- 
uct this coming season. 

As the buying furore ; is dying 
down, the condition; tliat. faces the 
industry, so. far as the chains are 
concerned, offers a picture of some' 
of the.afniiated circuits being sur- 
plused with major product while 
other . chains iare under-supplied. 
Latter's only, relief thus Is from 
indle produciers. 

With only around 3B0 features 
looked for from the seven principal 
producihg companies, the bigger 
theatre outfits have set out to . putr 
bid each other for product For* 
merly circuits were assured of a 
production supply ' and 104 films 
were sufficient in the aggregate to 
satisfy nearly any theatre chain's 
needs. That would allow for a 
possible policy of two changes 
weekly In- many oases and triple 
shifts or even double features, in 
some caseis, 

Skeptic on Prod: . 

Skepticism currently about the 
film companies carrying out their 
full projgrams, however, has sent 
certain of the chains to over-reach 
for ' possible product against the 
chance of being let down towards 
the middle or latter part of the 
coteing season.. In such cases, one 
or two of tite chains haye> been 
known to have purchase^ as high 
as 204 films and one eastern outfit 
has even gonei so far as to be ne- 
gotlatlng for ah additional 52 frbm 



one major company-so- as to -bring 
its total picture supply for the com- 
ing year to a possible 25 C featured. 

That mark is clearly an over- 
supply and represents a surplus. 
Chains operating in competition to 
this outfit thus find themselves un- 
der-supplied as only around 96 pos- 
sible films are left to be purchased, 
or 22%. 

It's an enviable position for th» 
Indies ,who can thus negotiate cir- 
cuit wide deals with those who 
have been mugged out by the com- 
petitive buying powers of the 
chains. 

The, probable supply of films for 
1982-^3 can be counted as fol- 
lows: — Paramount, 60; Warners, 
60; RKO, 60 ; Columbia, 26 ; Metro, 
52; Pox, 48; Universal, 26,. or a 
total of 332. Around 12 westerns 
from Columbia will ante the total 
to 344 pictures. 

While the fact of being under- 
supplied offers a hazard to the cir- 
cuits, unless they fill up with indie 
product where needed, for the 
chali» that have surplused thera- 
selves with buys, possible absorp- 
tion of the pictures bought ofCers 
a problem. With some 256 films on 
hand in any situation a chain must 
go to double featuring in spots to. 
absorb their product and : in othier ' 
cases short to triple changes. Latter 
way would necessarily mean a de-< 
cline in admission prices for the 
spots so poUcied. . 

All of which hazards the chains 
have been agitating to get away 
from among each other but seem- 
ingly cannot, owing to the innate, 
rivalry among themselves. ■ 

Indies taking advantage of the 
chains' needs, look to profit moire 
than ever this coming season.

AjJ compainies that adopt the ex- 
clusive rim policy in part or other- 
wise would aUtomaticia.lly slash 
their sales overhead In proportion 
it is stated. Since 'exclusive,' as 
Interpreted the Metro way, means 
booking a picture once and for all 
in a single hoUse in each territory 
or zone, the necessity for the sales' 
force to contact all of the sub- 
sequent runs, lii such locations is 
eliminated.

Chain store recently Invaded a 
section where, the. idea was new 
and local grocer.i were up in arms. 
Prices at the chain were generally 
lower than the old stores charged. 

Theatre went a,round to the old- 
timers, and; sold them on saled slips; 
AH orders for more than four-bits 
are written on a ••slip of cheap paper 
printed with theatre name and that 
of the store, pads being made up 
for three different stores. Slips are 
consecutively numbered. 

Each liight the stores report the 
high^ and low Tiumbers -ori-the day* 
Three daiys later the theatre dis- 
plays in the lobby two numbers 
fronl each store. Each good for a 
ticket. Daily posting. 

Puts the theatre ad in most 
kitchens and keeps it there. House 
pays for the slips and merchants 
pay for the tickets. Sa far it has 
been useful in holding ul;> trade. . 



Putting Over Revivals 

Reports vary greatly, on revival 
nights. In some sections they have 
been knockouts and In others, with 
much the same pictures, they have 
flopped all over the place. 

It seems to be due largely to the 
sales angle. Managers who merely 
announce the reissues, no matter 
how much fuss they make over 
them, are likely to find the public 
resentful of what it regards as sec- 
ond;-hand goods. ' 

On the other hand, create the 
impression that the ' pictures are 
being brought back in response to 
requests, and the crowd will be 
found more receptive. This is par- 
ticularly true if balloting is had. 
Post a list of available pictures. 
Announce that selection, will be 
made fromi that list. Explain fur- 
ther that the list has been compiled 
from requests received. Then let 
the patrons ballot, and those who 
do not find their nominations listed 
wiircome to see the others and ap- 
parently more popular offerings. 

Make them think it is something 
they want rather than something 
you want. Audiences are peculiar 
in this follow-the-leader attitude.

Various forms' of process photog- 
raphy were . demonstrated by clipi 
of intricate scenes obtained, Dls- - 
cuasions proved that the foreground 
action against a projected back- 
ground of action on a glass screen 
is the most economic and 'piracticai 
means of ehliancing production 
value. ■ ; ; 

Problems of re-recording were 
discussed at lengths by Kenneth 
Lambert, head of that department 
at M-G-M-. Effects, dialog and 
music impractical to secure in the 
original recording are picked up 
and inserted in the re-recording 
process. Also errors made in the 
original recording can .be corrected 
without the expense of re-shootin|f 
the scene.

Several Indie bookers around New 
York are using RKO's retrenchment 
as an alibi for slaishing indie date 
ealaries to formerly unknown levels. 
One booker with a two day uptown 
sta,nd ha« set a limit of %1 a day 
per head for aH acts. That's not 
enough to cover the carfare from 
Times Sduare and three mealis. 
Trios receive $6, or $6.70 net, for 
these two days, with the bookerfs 
commission (10%) on such acts 
amounting to SOc.

There won't be any .election of 
officers for the club by the N'VA's 
actor-members this' year. It's con- 
sidered useless. Ted Healy • and 
Phil Baker were unanimously,, 
elected president and vice-president 
last year and neither has shown up 
at the clubhouse since. Chesterfleld 
runs the club anyway, officers or no .

Bad -weather can hurt the beat 
show, but good weather will never 
put over shows or a policy that does 
not possess the elements of sound 
showmanship^ , 

.Palia.ce policy la essentially an 
experiment, a result of operating 
mInds' that are looking for some- 
thing different.. It's neither one 
thing nor another. Thus, its trouble 
is double. 

Policy Is neither that of the State 
as a combination which has its par- 
ticular, familiar .draw, nor Is It big 
time which made the Palace what 
It was in the pa^t It's between the 
two. A picture alone would prob- 
ably have been better than vaude 
alone, as now, at popular prices oh 
a grind basis; but with the capacity 
house would have to become a. run^ 
buying seilectlona from the film 
product on a selective' basis to even 
make out with that. 

Pop vaude and some film filler at 
$1 top has less of a chance than if 
the house was such a run, though in 
either case capacity Is against the 
theatre. It was/ has been and prob- 
ably still should be a big time vaude 
operation, getting its price by giv- 
ing a policy: meriting it. 

Palao Is not to be rated among 
modern playhouses In construction.

Prpbably due to the 
talent, but importantly also because 
of staging. • 

O. L. Oz; himself a former vaude- 
villlan, has the sixth sense required 
for units from all indications. His 
'Variety of Vanities' has entertailn- 
ment appeal considerably above the 
average. tThe staging is show- 
manly.. 

Divested of its Unity,.as.a.:reEnilar 
vaudeville show, Babe Egan and 
Redheads, Hughle Clarke, Johnny 
Tyrell and the others would— proibL 
ably make' a fair showing. Mixed 
together as in 'Variety of Vanities,' 
with a lot of special material staged, 
they go much farther thah that. 

Unit 'runs an even hour, Just 
right.

Indifferent attendance that pre«- 
yalled all oyer the mid-town New 
York district ' was reflected in th^ 
afternoon ' gathering at Broadway's 
principal drop-in house. Crowd used 
only about lu^lf the auditorium, and 
In conse^quence a flrst-rate enter- 
tainment' just ambled.along to small 
applause returns.

BUI played better than it reads, 
Its one defect being the late spotting 
of Bernlce Claire.

The cUrlous feature pf the new 
law la that while there la no penalty 
on.Jiigh. premiums) there is a pen- 
alty for cut ratinff. There ia no 
doubt about the Intent regarding 
reduced prlcea->tlckets sold under 
the regular price must be accom*:. 
panied by a 10% tax. on the origi- 
nal or box . oflice . price, . Cut rates 
are mentioned throughout the text 
of the law. It would seem that th« 
f ramers concentrated on Broadway, 
so exacting, are the regulatlona. 
What applies to cut ratea goes for 
prices reduced directly at the box 
office, aliso free passes both of which 
imposta are' further managerial an-* 
noyances. 

The cut rating of tickets as es- 
tablished by the liate Joe Leblahg . 
and . continued as an enterprise by 
hta. widow, is aingled out for taxa- 
tion, it would seem, by the new 
admissions tax law. Regardless of 
the managerial pros and cons of 
that portion of the ticket business, 
bargain tickets disposals ha've aided 
any number of shows. 

Taix Reaches 24% 

One department In the cut rates 
had a fixed policy of selling at half 
price. A |3 ticket was received 
from the box office at $1.26 and sold 
tax therefore was 15 centa. Under 
a previoua ruling the tax was based 
on the actual selling price and the 
tax therefore was IBcents. Under 
the new law the tax demanded' is 
30 cents I on such tickets (10% on 
$3 the original price). That mea,na 
the patron must pay 20% tax and 
based on the .price from the box 
office to the cut rate agency ($1.26), 
the tax. is 24%. j 

Beaction by the public as to the 
payment of the new tax has not 
been had as yet. It is expected 
that the cut rate agency will be 
forced to revise the prices paid .the- 
atres. Instead, of $1.26 per ticket . ( 
the rate ' vrlll probably : be $1.10. 
That would force theatres to pay, 
half, of the tax which the ne:yr law 
exacts, on bargain tickets.' The 
legality of the provisions covering 
reduced priced tickets may. be put 
up to the courts, but no move has 
been made iii that directloii as yet. 
With, show 'business at low eiib; '£ha, 
matter 'is not as complicated 'as It 
will be When the new season starts. 

Some box office treasurers ard 
proceeding on iheir own, not hav-l' 
Ing. been officially advised of th» 
new regulationa. In some theatres 
where ticketa are chopped (prices 
reduced, a hard ticket stamped with, 
the actuial selling price replacing 
the stub usually taken up by tha 
ticket taker) the tax . is being col- 
lected on Just what the customer 
pays. In - other box offices the tax 
on the full price of the ticket is 
being ..collected. The tax collector 
has ruled %hat that ' is what the law . 
requires. i 

One attraction has been distrib- 
uting paaaea exchangeable plus 60 
and 76 cents 'for a $3 show.' The 
box office 'has been stamping the 
back of the ticketa at whichever 
price the customer pays and la pay- 
ing the tax Itself— that is five cents 
If the customer pays 60 cents and 
eight cents If 76 cents la paid. In 
this cose' tickets have the printed 
price of .12 and the ruling la that 20 
cents la required on. each ticket so 
sold.

Publications',' Inc., and assets of 
$166,000, plus good-will and other 
intangibles. Circulatlpn Is 237,000, 
and about 300. persons are employedv 
Started in '24 
The 'Graphic,' as a subsidiary en- 
terprise of the Macfadden Publica- 
tions, was started as New -York's 
only evening tab Sept. 16, 1924. A 
formal statement Volunteered the 
information ' that the holding com- 
pany felt that no further advances 
to th^ 'Graphic* were warranted in 
view of conditions. 

A plan inaugurated three weeks 
ago for the enlployees of the 'Graph- 
ic' to buy the- paper, paying 10% out 
of their weekly salaries, brought 
some $6,000, which moneys will be 
refunded to those who subscribed. 

Since the 'Graphic' has been in 
existence, libel suits totaling $7,000,- 
000 were filed against It. but only 
$5,300 In Judgments and settlements 
were actually expended. 

or . the $760,000 liabilities, ' Mac- 
fadden Publications is listed for 
$687,000 for moneys and materials 
loaned and advanced. Graphic 
Building, Inc., of 1926 Broadway, 
New York (the headquart.ers of 
Macfadden Pubs) also claims $23,000 
for rent and Perkins-Goodwin Co. 
has a bill for. paper for. $33,700. 

Ed Stilllvan, former sports writer, 
succeeded Walter 'Vyinchell as the 
'Grfaphlc's' . Broadway columnist 
when Wlnchell shifted to the 
.'Mirror.* Sullivan has a contract 
with Macfadden Pubs, not Graphic, 
Inc;, so hc'silttle concerned. It has 
two years to run; 

Macfadden Publications, Inc., is 
also reported putting In a general 
5-15% cut thro ihout its organiza- 
tion. A 10% cut went Into force 
Jan. 1.

Los Angeles, July 4. , 
Picture people returning from Las 
■Vegas^ one of the two wide open 
spots in Nevada, bring reports of a 
resumption of unrestricted gaming, 
and with saloons doing a landofflce 
biz.

While the com- 
bination -^7111 handle! the Broadway 
houses of both Interests, It Is out of 
town that the new syndicate Is ex- 
pected to prove most effective, elim- 
inating opposition by each" other's 
attractions, -.it is. on the . road that 
receipts win be pooled* prpflts to 
be spilt after payment of rent and 
other carrylnff charges of theatres

It was known that only one thea- 
tre In the week stands would "be 
supplied with attractions. But It 
now develops that many houses in 
the principal out of town key cities 
will.: also be iphut out.

Some 
of the latter 10 will most probably 
be Indie-booked. Reduction In the 
number of Loop theatres by the 
combo, is a distinct surprise. One 
or two not definitely listed to get 
attractions, may be Jield in reserve 
tot overflow bookings.

The Boston group to be booked

A total of be- 
tween 66 and 60 NBC stations axe 
eligible.

plete .exclusion of the other. As 
tar as the chains are Goncerned, the 
pemocratic noinlnlEitlner event will 
i^o down in history not as the battle 
9t the century, but as the 'battle 
pf the banners.' 

When M. H. Aylesworth appeared 
at the opening session of the pro^ 
ceedlngs his optics opened wide as 
)ie caught sight of two large silver- 
tinted: banners' reading 'Columbia 
broadcasting System' strung, across 
the Stadium's platform. Imme- 
'dlate reaction of the NBO proxy 
was to find out why his network's 
Insignia wasn't up there and Why 
. NBC had been shrouded but of the 
picture. 

Inquiry , was addressed to Frank 
]U[ason, ytp. in charge of publicity, 
who, although he didn't have ' the 
answer right at hand, hopped: to 
.the situation and had two signs 

equally- aa. bright. An.dJ|aKe_q.u.ickly; 

^ made up. When It canie to putting 
vp these banners the opposition net- 
.work squavrked loud and plenty to 

' the convention's arrangements com- 
snlttee. As the heat of argument- 
reached one of those points verging 
on action, the committee Intruded 
.With the suggestion that the net- 
works .each string up a banner in 
ifront and the othiars on oither side 
of the. platform. Columbia had no 
ctiier alternative but to assent and 
that|s how the banners hit the dele- 
.trates' eyes for the rest of .the con- 
Teritlon. 

Common Foe 

Shortly after this set-to the net- 
. works suddenly found themselves 
joined In argument against a com- 
mon foe. Senator Walsh of Mon- 
tana, the meet's permanent chair- 
man, ,came to the conclusion that 
the mikes ranged along the fore- 
end of the pifttform were obstruct- 
ing his view of the delegates, and 
be ordered {hem removed. Reps from 
iboth chains blew up. at the Instruc- 
tions argued that , they couldn't be 
removed without destrojring their 
pickup efficacy. If the mikes eiiut 
jofi his vision, suggested the net- 
work p.a.'s and . engineers, why' hot 
jovercome this by having a small 
dais built for him. NBC and dolum- 
°t)la finally brought outside pressure 
to bear and the squabbliei ended In 
a compromise, with the networks

Due to a previous agreement be- 
tween them, the networks did not 
pick up Wednesday night's session 
nntll after it had been going two 
hours and entailing listener missout 
«n the reading of the platform re- 
i>o{:.t. Chains had figured that they 
would lose between them around 
$60,000 in advertising income if 
they went on with the session when 
It started at 7 o'clock. 

incident next day brought out a 
blare in the Chicago 'Tribune's' 
column, announcing to the world 
that its WGN had 'achieved a na- 
tionwide scoop' in broadcasting the 
convention proceedings between 
7:30 arid 9 o'clock when the Impor- 
■ tant majority and minority reports 
on the platfprm were , being read; to 
the delegates. Sheet further 
boasted of the 'substantial revenue' 
the station foreweht to put; over 
-this scoop. Fact of the situation

In the excitement WGN forgot 
to give courtesy mention to the CBS 
commercials it dished during the

August will witness concentrated 
selling and certain of the dlstrbu- 
tors are already planning to do a 
24-hour day business. ^ A few wel- 
come the change brought about by 
economic necessity since they figure 
that the fa.ll should prove a far bet- 
ter selling period tban the sum- 
mer. 

While the production phase has 
not been thoroughly gone into* on 
the quarterly Idea, this, proposal 
would mean that Hollywood would 
Tnake-f our Individual-groups of -pic- 
tures and that each would bel galted 
as close as. possible to boxofflce 
changes and conditions as they 
manifested themselves..

Hollywood . Is lil:e the man who 
owns a stalled horse. Everyone 
hands out advice . tin how to pro- 
ceed. ' But the man owning the 
horse knows better how to proceed 
than most people doing iha advis- 
ing.' That's the view of the Amer- 
ican film sltui^tlon in foreign eyes 
and Is the expression of Reginald 
Smith, president of Producers Dis- 
tributing Corp. of I ondon, here for 
the past month to' look over the 
U. S. situation. 

'There's nothing the matter with 
Hollywood.' Mr. Smith insists. 'They 
knew how to make pictures that 
sold ; a few years ago; thiey know 
h6w to make pictures that sell to- 
day. America's film problem is hot 
pictiirea^it's a simple matter of the 
brick and mortar men. You've al- 
lowed the landlords to run away 
with ybu, ha,t's all.' 

"We're trying to make pictures in 
London^' too,' declared Smith. 'We're 
gettin^^a good deal better at it. 
We're learning. But we still hfive 
things to pick up fromi you folks. 
Therefore, w^ can see your .prob- 
lems pretty clearly. People will tell 
you that picturee; make businesB 
and nothing else. Good- pictures, 
gobid business— bad pictures, bad 
business. That isn't quite true to- 
day. Not in America. After mak- 
ing your good picture you've got to 
overcome your landlord. ' > " 

$40,000 Not Enough 
•Tour Rpxy theatre in New York 
had . to close down. They couldn't 
make a go of it because they were 
only taking in a measly $40,000 or 
so weekly. Well, now, isn't that too 
bad. Only. $40,000 weekly.' . 

Mr. Smith. wa!s here to arrange 
contracts for his company. He 
signed agreements 'With Monogram 
to handle their films ahroad. But 
he spent' a good deal of his tim«l 
looking things over from. all angleab 
'I went to a number of your sub- 
urban theatres,' he said, 'and I 
found things to be not at a^l bad« 
mean, they seemed to be doinff 
business. Your side street theatres 
seemed to l^e fairly well filled. Ex- 
cept where, in one small neighbor-' 
hood, there were three or four of 
more theatrer. They couldn't all 
do rip-bang business and weren't 
doing it. But where the field wasn't 
over-theatred or over-seated, busi- 
ness was rat.' sfactory.' 

'I know you've heard this sort of 
talk before,' he said, , 'but I must 
repeat: it's good experience. Amer* 
lea couldn't help, getting into the 
stock market tangle. Picture busi' 
ness couldn't help getting into the 
real estate tangle. Both ~ arie nat« 
ural results of natural situatione; 
And both are painful, but good ex» 
perience. They'll make things just 
that, much letter in the future-^ 
when the tangle is cleai-ed out.'

Merly failed after the films were 
made and delivered to Haik. Sev-> 
eral actors are still owed , salaries 
arid are trying to collect— among 
them Max Deorlyj about $2,000.; 
Madeleirie Spria, a similar sum; 
Andre Roanne, $700; Dqlly Davis, 
. 1200, etc. 

Their efforts to aittach the grosses 
of the films where played are cur- 
rently foiled by Hdik, who claims 
that he has the> first right to the 
money, since Merly owes him for 
studio rent.

It may satisfy the In- 
betweenere. 

Story has the. 'Mad.vmis X' slant,

Sympathy, is denied the girl be- 
cause of her moral weakness and 
there is no adequate build for sus- 
pense, no matter what the - author 
thought about it. The trial IS 
glossed over and an effort made to 
use the third degree confesslpn for 
the big scene. . Between poor writ- 
ing and ineffective acting, .it falls 
to get over, with a let down at the 
finish In the mother returning to 
her dive, still determined her 
daughter must never know, though 
th€ boy gets the big Jdea. , 

Some of the scenes are Well set 
and lighted. Others are just rush 
Jobs and none of the photography 
attains the brilliant quality ot the 
present standard. A good cast 
wrestles, and not always vainly, 
with poor dialog, which cannot 
^wiamp Sarah Fadden, who domin- 
ates, as tlie dive mistress. Lucy 
Beaumont turns In a performance 
scarcely .less commanding as ' the. 
grandmother. ■ These two over- 
shadow thie younger people. John 
Darrpw does the best he can with 
the young lawyer, but Claudia Dell 
is never -better than superflclal iahd 
Llna' Basquette falls down so hard 
she bounces as the jealous girl. 



Another of those Indle pictures 
with a big cast on paper and only 
half the names lasting, through tho 
production. . Clara Kimball Young, 
Montague Love and Edmund Breese- 
are used only in one sequence ahd 
then disappear. Hackneyed story 
poorly developed and lacking any 
deft touches to redeem Its triteness, 
Photography generally below Stand- 
ard and some library clips about as 
poor as they can be and still be 
called photographs. Something that 
will fill out the other hour on a 
double bill as the lesser half, but it 
will require a strong cornpa.nlon. Of 
doubtful value as a sliigle any- 
where. 

Verha Wilson shakes down . John 
Randolph, Sr., for $100,000 though 
his interest has been chiefly - In de- 
"veloplngTher-l magi ned -stage-talents 
Mrs. Randolph decides to leave her 
husband, but is dissuaded by her 
son; •who promises to get the .truth- 
from the girl.

The bulk of the action takes, place 
on a steamer, and . this has been 
very well handled, but is killed by 
poor photography. Miss Moorehead 
uses too light a make-up and In 
most scenes suggests she has been 
put in through double exposure. She 
never matches the tint of the back- 
ground. -She never really fits into 
the picture, for that matter, for her 
playing is listless. Jack Mulhall 
works hard, but. to little effect, and 
Roy D'Arcy Is apparently over- 
directed.

How he felt behind the mike 
wasn't known, because he couldn't 
be seen, but his voice never faltered.

Hall Johnson's negro choir- of 
some 21 voices Is admittedly" one of 
the finest choirs In the country. As 
concert material they're great. They 
even showed at the Roxy with good 
results. 'But in vaudeville — and on 
14th street— it's a different story. 
The audience didn't know what was 
intended. 

To make things worse there s a 
misconstrued attempt to stage the 
thing Into a Harlem revue. A col- 
ored announcer in evening .clothes 
comes out on the . aprpri and tries 
to be humorous as an m.c He an- 
nounces the choir, which appears In 
one' before a shabby house cur- 
tain for a crowded and unpleasant 
effect, especially since all are in 
costume of some s6rt. 

One number and the m.c. comes 
back to announce the Three Col- 
ored Cadets, one of those dancing 
trio things. They do one number 
and vamp. Full stage for a sup*, 
posed southern revival meeting, 
with the choir doing a number that 
almost catches on. Then they come 
up forward again to do the 'Saint 
James Infirmary. Blues' for a flrilsh. 

The Di.c. and dancing do riot fit. 
This Isn't a Harlem act; it's fine 
singing. It ought to.be presented 
with dignity. If the revival meet- 
ing Idea were prolonged to fill out 
the. entire time It might have a 
chance, and a good one, \n picked 
spots. As Is, It's hopeless. /Catt/.

Today It gets as much 
attention as an opening act's squawk 
for feature billing. 

Combination policy for the. Fal- 
ace ca n't b6 condemned _noWi_be=. 
cause 'it hasn't opened" yet. Al- 
though the boya on 47th street will, 
at. this premature moment, take 
anything you want to contribute 
that the policy has two strikes on 
It already. They base their opinion 
on the' Capitol arid the iParamount, 
with the State in reserve; In case' 
of ah argument But the boys on 
47th street are not running the Pal- 
ace. ■• • ■ ■ : ■ 
Louis Sobol (New Acts) IS the 
newspaper manrheadllrier. Not orily 
is Sobol ho regular actor, but he 
had never been on a stage as a pro- 
fessional until the curtain was 
raised for the first show at the Pal- 
ace Saturday aftjerrioori. It took a 
lot of nerve for this Broadway col- 
umnist: to step Into the ace vaude- 
ville thea,tre, o£ the country, in full 
view of . his friends and enemies, 
without ever having faced an audi- 
ence before in a professional capa- 
city. But it took riiore nerve for 
RKO to book him on that basis, 

Either Sobol is another despera<- 
tion headllner, or the booking office 
didn't care, niuch about the firial 
straight vaudeville week. Maybe 
nothing else was available, althoiugh 
the poor Pairomount managed to 
scrape up Harjry RIchmian and Bert 
Wheeler, both for this week. The 
assumption Is RIchmari and 'Wheel- 
er are priced • beyond theV Palace's 
pocketbook. High salaries such as 
they're getting— at the • Paramount 
this week was . the reason for the 
Palace's downfall, the booking of- 
fice declared. The reason for the 
Palace's No. 2 downfall without 
high salaries hasn't been announced. 

Last year at this tiriie the Pal- 
ace was getting a ruri and plenty 
of money with Lou Hoi tz. Six 
months ago it wasn't doing so bad- 
ly with Kddid Cantor and George 
JOssel. .From Cantor- Jessel to 
Louis Sobol in six months Is a long 
way.

With an unknown quantity In the 
headline spot, the only sensible way 
out for the booker was a support 
bin of standard acts. The booker 
knew all about the current support 
acts . without having to have, the 
agents tell him. All but one of the 
eight second fiddles knew the Pal- 
ace when, at least four playing re- 
peats within two or three months. 
The Diamond Boys were here just 
a couple of weeks ago. The Diamond 
Boys play the Palace whenever the 
booking office is stuck, which is 
pretty often. 

Again the Pala.ce foolishly bills 
10 acts while playing only nine. It 
has done BO with each of the grind 
bills. By now it's a habit The 10th 
and invisible act this week Is Mil- 
dred Tully in 'Dancing the Blues 
Away.' The folks can look for this 
act all they want but they'll never 
find it Miss Tully Is. the unintro- 
duced stooge in Richy Craig's turn. 
She's billed as prominently as two 
legitimate turns.

If Ross Wyse, Jr., hadn't been 
forced to follow the Diamonds with 
tumbling, then the Diamonds would 
have been foi-ced to follow Wyse 
with tumbling.

-It didn't make much 
diffei'ence, for both acts made good, 
and they would have under the 
-other arrangement as well. 

When the bin was half over there 
was still a reward out for an audi 
ence. The Palace usually fills up 
during the latter part of the first 
show on Saturdays, but it didn't 
this Saturday.

It so 
happens tha't she was one of, the 
early clicks of the screen who ar- 
rived without any stopovers In 
other , branches of the . prbfeissiori. 
A Gomedlenhe, would have worried 
less/ because she could have aban 
dohed the decorum at a leading 
lady in the easy famillai'ity thit 
funny people ai-e permitted.

Sudden bulletin board notice of 
the final isisue that day (Thursday) 
came as a shock to. the employees 
of the 'Graphic,* who, while the sit- 
uation was no secret, expected due 
notification of suspension. It wasn't 
until that afternoon, hours after the 
first edition of the 'final issue had 
been; on the streets, that the buUe-r 
tin was posted. 

It caused quite . a commotion 
along the Varick street sector -hous- 
ing the 'Graphic' publishing plant. 
The dlsgruntless printers and cir- 
culation muggs paraded along Varick 
with Macfadden likeness in efflgy oh 
a, banner to an acocriipanying uh- 
complinientary ballyhoo. 

Office was more or less dismantled 
with a number of typewriters miss- 
ing, which some of the employees 
borrowed in lieu of unpaid wages.

French picture production iind help 
local producers, it is more like the 
outcome of a sttuggle for the Frencli 
market between Americans on the 
one hand and' German producers on 
the other, or French producers using 
Oerman studios. If the quota comes 
out aa expected how, it will mean a 
victory of the German side over; the 
American ' side, and the probable 
swa,mping of the French market by 
French productions made in Ger- 
many. 

First Idea had been to permit 75 
pictures to be imported for local 
dubbing, and 126 fordgn made 
French pictures to bo also per-" 
mltted. The 75 dubbing possibili- 
ties being divided . bietween pro- 
ducers and distributors will permit 
Americans to import a mighty slim 
proportion of their product 

French versions made abroad are 
practically useless for Auierlca, 
since the Holly wood cost schedules 
practically prohibit importation, due 
to the Weak errbs^es of this market. 
Against this, cheap German produc- 
tion cost or Hungarian, taking ad- 
Vantage of frozen, credits, will en- 
tice French production in Teutonic 
countries. Exact quantity of pic- 
tures to be imported for dubbing, or 
of permitted versions, is not yet 
definitely set, but Whether 100 or 
125, aa will be, known shortly; will 
not make much dlfferenco in the final 
results; For- the last two years the 
quota question lias been han^ring; 
and it could easily bei foreseen that 
it could not ^e avoided, meaning 
that the l>est possible ..solution for 
America Was to accept the quota, 
provided it be practically harmless. 

Why Metro Quits 

It was an understood thing that 
films dubbed abroad would be out 
This explainia why Metro's attitude 
was rather uncompromising from 
the start, since their policy, so far, 
has been against making any pro- 
duction arrangements here, either 
for versions or dubbing, and that 
films be imported from Hollywood 
ready for release. Metro, up to the 
last moment, through some Minis- 
try of Commerce contacts, tried to 
kill the idea of the quota. 

Contrary to this policy. Para- 
mount, with local production facili- 
ties, attempted to give satisfaction 
to native Interests by agreeing to a 
quota, but making it pretty harm- 
less by permitting a considerable 
number of films to be Imported for 
dubbing. At one time, through per 
sonal cohnectloiisi David Souhaml, 
head of Paramount, could have ob- 
tained a provision that 200 films be 
imported for dubbing, meaning con- 
siderable American product at the 
same time blocking partially the 
way for Gerriian-made versions, 
Had Souhaml been able to get . aU 
Americans to agree to this policy, 
Hollywood would today be In a 
much more favorable position, .on 
the French market as compared to 
Berlin. 

It / should not be forgotten that 
personal contacts count for much 
in this game, and that the recent 
fall of the Tardleu cabinet has 
somewhat aitereid the situation. 

A Chanbe Lost 
. The French miechanlsm for decid- 
ing on a quota. Is ttirough the min- 
ister, upon advice of the> superior 
council of the cinema, but latter 
body is working on recommenda- 
tions of the Chambre Syndicale, 
which Is like a film chamber of 
commerce. This Includes only 
French members, but American orr 
ganizations could have been repre- 
sented by nominating one French 
employee, and having his American 
boss appear : for hin;. However,

lished' to sell for $2 br indre, but 
which could not find a market— are 
now being sold at a new low, 13 
cents a copy, does hot deter the 
newcomers. Book publishers they 
Will be. 

Considerably more than a dozeii 
t)Ook publishing houses . have been 
established^ since the first of ^the 
year,, and last year the list of pub- 
lishers was increased by about the 
same number, in proportion. 
' With few exceptions, the new 
publishihg houses are unpretentious 
and don't come anywhere hear the 
long-established organizations. A 
book or. two will be published, and 
if there is little response they fade. 
: Few of the new publishers, care any- 
. thing about building up lists for a 
li^rd puil. 

Many of the new publishers are 
authors who, because of the cur- 
tailed lists of.imost tif the first- line 
publishers, are forced to publish on 
their own. . - 
. Siibh a ohe is A. Newton Plum- 
mer, writer on Anancial topics, who 
haia been unable to get a publisher 
for his expose on the Wall Street 
debacle; called 'The Great American 
Swindle.* Pljummcr has placed the 
work on the p^rlntln'g press himself 
and it will come put about July 30.

Namee, along with the regular 
Rudy Vallee announcements, heralds 
the Olsen and Johnson debut In a 
superlative manner which is not In 
the least out of order, as it soon 
develops. 

Johnspn's silly soprano laff, .while 
pisrhaps bit overworked. Is ever- 
effective as a microphonic trade- 
mark. It's not unlikely . that that 
glg£rle' "WIH- become to the public's 
risibilities what Amos 'n' Andy's Ts 
regusted' did to the dialectic pen- 
chants of the radio fans; 

Their nonsense is split over both 
half hours of the regular Flelsch- 
mann Yeast's 60 minutes. Their 
comedy is of a, madcap nature, yet 
not without its ground-base of 
common ^ense as the boys essay a 
little satire In their second-part ad- 
dress. ■ ■ 

In between Vallee's smpdth dance 
music evidences anew why "and 
how. he has retained his, popularity 
throughout these years. 'Vallee 
mikes his stuff for aural and not 
for. legmanla appeal. As a result 
It's always" melodic; fimboth " 'and' 
sane In Its modulations. There are 
no intricate cacaphonles, as that 
sort of futuristic Jazzlque doesn't 
mean a thing to the masses. 

When Valee briefiy rings In a line 
about a song, such as 'Huggable, 
KIssable You,' which was one of 
his outstanders during the Helgh- 
Ho club ways, there's a note of 
historical stability associated with 
an announcement of that sort. 
Perhaps it takes too much for 
granted that the public has been 
interested in the various progres- 
sions of the Valleeltes, but, on the 
other hand, it's probably so, and; 
furthermore^ . it strikes a very 
pleasantly intimate keynote regard- 
less. 

His - commentaries on tbe old 
'Beautiful Ohio' and 'Naughty' 
waltzes are Just the thing. In line 
with . revivals of numbers so far 
back. 

The advertising spiels in connec- 
tion with Flelschmann remind of 
high- -class, 1932 - style medicine 
shows, but a med show nonetheless. 
The medicinal qualities of Flelsch- 
mann's yeast for that 'run-down' 
feeling are supported by testi- 
monials from a man and a womaif. 
Said testles are read by a man and 
woman^ -respectively, although 
they're not the actual testators' 
voices. It's, good radio showman- 
ship, however. 

Olsen and Johnson succeed Irene 
Bordonl as 'guest stars' on the 
Flelschmann hour. It's in line with 
the team's fancy threeply contract 
with RKO for an NBC radio, RKO 
vaude and Radio pictures build-up. 

They're versatile funsters, and 
their funning Is as palatable via 
the ether waves as In person or In 
shadow form on screen. Abel.

guage' (Booth), the latter a late 
spring entrant. That go^es double 
so far as holding over into the new 
season Is concerned. . 

Revival of 'Show Boat' has . a 
chance of sticking, but It is hard to, 
figure any of the others holding on 
unless It be 'Counsellor At Law.'; 
'Cat and Piddle' Is. week to week 
and a weather break could string 
it through. But the others are down 
so low they are liable to stop any 
time and there are not likely to be 
any Important additions to the list 
for another 30 days. Lowest total 
last summer on Broadwa,y. was 11 
show^s, 

'Follies' as Pioneer 

Summer legit shows developed as 
a regular thing when Zlegfeld. pro 
duced the 'Follies,' especially tor 
summer trade In the aIr-<cooled New 
Amsterdam. The Shuberts then es 
tablished revues : of the 'Passing 
Show' type at . the Winter Garden 
Generially there were also two hold- 
over comedy or dramatic hit3, and 
that was about all. . Housed to keep 
open during the summer a bit later 
were the Cohan, Gaiety, Globe and 
Cort. Others became summer fix 
tures when more shows pf the 
revue form developed, such as 
'Scandals' and 'Vanities.' 

Hawever, there are no summer 
revues, this season. In fact, revue 
producers have steered away from 
presentation during the hot weather 
because such shows have been 
framed to run a season. The de- 
velopment of the modern picture 
theatre shows, and radio, has un- 
questionably eaten into the legit 
both summer and winter within the 
past half dozen years.

None 91! the bl£r producer-distribu- 
tors are considering the revolutlpn- 
ary sales policy on a national scale. 
All major companies took the Idea 
under advisement recently, with 
pressure from first run accounts in 
favor of it making it appear at one 
time that majority, would adopt the 
system. Since then, however, dis- 
tributors hayia reconsidered. 
° Paramount, virtually ; set a while 
back to give exclu&lve runs a trial, 
Iwill, along with other majors, leave 
it to Metro and United Artists to 
go. ahead, if both those companies 
do. so. There is no definite promise 
that even, these dlstribs will give 
exclusive runs lmportan|: represen- 
tation this season. Plan ul^y both 
will probably be applied only to 
certain situations, with each distrlb 
going slow in forcing it to a test. 

Pros and Cons 

• It is beginning to appear doubt- 
ful that exclusive run exhibition of 
pictures will ever be ap]>lled to the 
entire country on any company's 
total lineup. . While most of the 
^ilstribs are holding off now on try- 
'Ing it, due to the poor times, dls- 
'trlbuiion opinion also is that exclu- 
■ ji'ive runs do not seem practical ex- 
cept in certain spots. 

Where a distrlb is virtually shut 
'but of a town on first run repre- 
sentation, the plan' shapes as.-ideaL 
Metro may further test it in such 
situations. •• 

Against numer.us complaints from 
subsequent run exhibs, there have 
been as mianydifers to dlstribs to buy 
exclusive run playing time. Warner 
Bros, were offered one deal . by. an 
indie chain which would haye .vir- 
tually meant' control of an entirie 
state by the exhlb but under terms 
offered would have brought greater 
. revenue from that state for WB 
than under the present system. The' 
d£al, along with others, however, 
was turned down; ' 

• While' every distrlb is anxious to 
Increkse revenue and aid first run 
accounts, most of them are hesitant 
about alienating the small exhlb' at 
this time. ' : " 

. Tiie Metro sales organization has 
nothing to say one way or another 
on exclusive runs, nor have any or- 
ders gone out, but for the record 
. the company is opposed to anything 
Just now that will hurt the subse- 
quent run theatre. 

■ IJnder the Al Lichtman i)lan. for 
UA, Hchtman is hopeful of helping 
the small exhlb under his A and B 
system by giving the subsequeivt 
runs the B pictures which automa- 
tically turn them into a first run. 



BIZ MORATORIUMS 
RUINOUS TO XCHANGES

Familiarity havlner laid courtroom 
drama 'pretty low In the talkers, 
'Unashamed' Is up against a handi- 
cap that would' have been trouble- 
some even were this a better piQ- 
'ture thaii: it is. That it's obviously 
based on the recent Allen case in 
Philadelphia is Us sole bid for niew- 
ness, and that's hardly enough.; 

•The first half is the bu^ld-up for 
the more important developments 
on the .'vvitnejs stand, which is the 
customary formula. That places the 
. burden on the court testimony and 
its effect. In this case the -testi 
mony^.'ahd the motives do hot stand 
up/ even though the script igoes the 
length of having a .girl publicly 
acknowledge her fail to save her 
brother from the chair. 

Bayard Velller, who wrote "Un- 
ashamed' directly for the screen, 
double crossed his. own trend of 
thought too often. Hlis heroine is 
the sappiest ;yet, and niever alto- 
gether likeable. This tends to less- 
en the sympathy that should be ae- 
cdrded her final sacrifice and lAakeis 
a washout of what is Intended as 
the ble dramatic pynch. 

The girl belongs to the wealthy 
class, besides- she's adored by her 
tolerant father and extremely a.t- 
tached younger brother: Both ob- 
. Ject to her association with a social 
' climber, but she's in love. The suit- 
or is plainly after her money, be- 
In'js a gambler, cruel to his old- 
father, and no good all around. 
Tn^hen the girl's father refuses to 
sanction a marriage, the suitor talks 
the girl into spending a night -with 
him at a hot^l. His bright idea is 
that they'll tell her father aboilt it 
the next morning, and then he'll 
have to consent. 

J^xxt the father still holds out, for- 
' g)vjlA£r the girl and condemning her 
betrayer. In the course of an argu- 
■■)tiiiip.i the brother. wh6 had been out 
: ail iilght looking for his sister, 
'islifbots and kills the villain. 

The girl still lovej tier dead lover 
'aiid irefuses to testify in her broth- 
' '^^'s . tehalf , ' her first ' stateiment on 
.'the witness stand would send him 
to the chair. The 'linwritteii law' 
alibi having been . exploded by the 
" prosecuting attorney, the brother's 
liiwyer'' is stuck for a. motive, espec- 
ially since the girl has sealed the 
verdict by her testimony. When It 
looks like the finish for her brother, 
shd changes her mind and proceeds 
to do an act .'on the standr ■' She 
.poses as immoraJ, not caring, what 
. happens to her brother, and that 
swings the jury's ^ehtlment over to 
the boy, resulting in ^n acquittal. 

: .The fault Is that there isn't suiflcl- 
ent Justification for ; that verdict. 
The girl shows that she wasn't 
worth all the fuss by her early ac- 
tions,, which makes, her brother's 
crime foolish rather than valiant. 
He merely protected the honor of 
a girl who didn't care much about 
her honor in the first place. Her 
betrayer is painted as sufficiently 
villainous to partially square the 
afiooting, but the fact, that the mur- 
der itself is in behalf of an unwor- 
thy person wet blankets the whole 
plot. • 

Helen Twelvetrees was borrbwed 
from Radio for the lead and she 
plays it very well, but the picture, 
doesn't reciprocate. It won't do' 
this actress a particle of good. 
Radio has spent a • lot of money 
building Miss Twelvetrees up to star 
rating. It tossed much of that 
ground away by permitting another 
company to use her in a. film that 
can't, help but result in loss of

A peculiarly inept melodrama 
which lias as its apparent abjective 
an effort to bring back the ancient 
thriller technique of the 'Still Alarm' 
school, blending that naive method 
with the modern .gfahg story and 
merging the best features of. both. 
Not a commercial picture in a gen- 
eral sense, and probably doomed for 
that purpose, certainly so oh Broad- 
way. Its real field is police bene- 
fits in which it follows a number of 
similar productions glorifying the 
worthy fireman. ! 

Picture gives a hint that It was 
started with quite other designs in 
mind. . From time to time thcre' ls 
dramatic preparation for a straight 
gang story, biit nothing more is 
heard of that angle.

As here asisembled It glorifies the 
guardian of the law to the exclu- 
sion- of all other interest, including 
that of entertaining cash customers.

;New Haven, July 18. 

Pull accord ,betveen the unions 
fend the Poll chain Is near. Three 
of the seven New Sngrland ■ situa- 
tions Involved In' 'the labor strlKe 
have settled by aereelng to various 
cuts ranging from 20% up. Towns 
are . Waterbury, Bridgeport , and- 
Merlden. Merlden was settled some' 
weeks back. 

Present, at the recent clarifying 
sessions vrere International pfflciers 
Bcanlan and Dillon, representing 
President William Elliott of the 
unions, besides various committees 
representing the labor ty pies- from 
the different cities'. . 

Situations still to be cleared are 
Worcester, Springfield, Hartford 
and New Haven. . Only a slight 
difference In terms how exists be- 
tween the parties oh- these cities. 

Adjustments made give the Poll 
string a reduction In the number 
of stagehands' employed In every 
ciituatlon settled,' beisides isalary cuts 
for other type of union labor. Each 
of the situations were handled sep- 
arately with only Scanlan and Dil- 
lon sitting in besides Harry Arthur, 
and his asEiistant, Max Gest, latter 
representing the theatres. Scanlan 
and Dillon have spent weeks en- 
deavoring to get . the parties to- 
gether and locally are given much 
of the credit lor the conciliation. 
Arthur and Publix 

Poll circuit, subsid of Fox The- 
atres, Is now operated, by the Ar- 
thur Theatres Corp., of which 
Harry Arthur Is president. The 
situations left unsettled are being 
manned by local labor crafts not 
afnilated with the International.' 

Arthur has not yet signed for the 
five Par-Publlx houses which he 
was due to take over in New Eng- 
land, including the Paramount here. 
Papers, however, . are all set for 
sigping with Indications made by 
the crafts at the confab.. that re- 
ductions as made f 04: . th^ . PoU cir- 
cuit win apply similarly if o .the Par 
spots when taken , oyer by AJthur.

Trenton; N. J., July 18. 

Quart bottle of acid, flung into 
the ventilating system of the Strand 
theatre : Saturday nlg^t (16) burned 
several persons and caused disrup- 
tion of the show. Two men were 
Been running from behind the play- 
house but they escaped. 

Management - quickly ventilated 
the theatre and the audience re- 
turned within 20 minutes for the 
rest of the show. Prank P. Henry, 
ma 'ger of the theatre has refused 
to uiscuss the disturbance. He is 
associated with the management of 
the Stacy theatre, here, where 
members of the operators' and 
stagehands union have been on a 
strike. -

Stench bomb dropped from the 
balcony of the Texias, Publix acer, 
Friday night, (IB) sent three femme 
patrons to hospitals -^vlth critical

Disturbance was another in series 
of Its kind In Texas since general 
union' lockout here a couple of 
months ago. At least score of in- 
nocent persons have been injured. 
Publix had -been the circuit princi- 
pally affected with the local Aztec 
and the Palace; Dallas, both bombed 
recently. - 

Last week's bombing, came- on 
heels of a' $2,006 reward, for any 
convictions, posted here last month.

also lists Adoiph Zukor. Sidney R. 
Kent and - Sam Katz. At the time 
of filing of the suit . Kent was in 
charge of distributiPn for Par. . 

During the past 'week, Arthur 
Butler- Graham, attorney for Quitt- 
ner, filed the bill of particulars, as 
required. It runs to over 200 pages. 

Demand of the defendants for the 
verified bill of particulars is called 
unusual in that it requires Quitt- 
ner. to produce details in connection 
with his pperaiion in ■ Middlctown 
that the average ejchibltor would 
not have unless he had kept con- 
tracts, vPuchers, etc., on all film, 
expenses . in connection .with-, the 
house, losses, admission prices, pay- 
roll, etc. 

Quittner, a former corporation 
counsel) had riot only saved all film 
contracts for the period involved, 
but each year had obtained ari audit 
on his business. 

Three Houses Involved 

. Three houses, State, Stratton and 
Show Shop,: were operated by Quitt- 
ner in the upstate town. Shortly 
after ,i;T.ramount built a house in 
opposition to him in that situation, 
opened in June, 1930, Quittner gave 
up. His theatres. 'Were finally fore- 
closed by the holder of the second 
mortgage and are now operating 
under a receivership. They sold on 
the second riiortgage foreclosure for 
$12,000. 

Under the order of the defendants 
fpr a verified bill of : particulars, 
asking many details, the following 
which brings up the block booking 
hint is regarded as the niost uni<iue 
of all:

Only two and a half weeks of 
RKO vaudeville time will preva,il in 
the entire Greater New Tork area 
for the balance of the summer after 
the Collsieum, Madison and Fordham 
theatres go strailght pictures July 
23. 

Palace, New York, and Albee, 
Brooklyn, both flve-act vaudfllm full 
weeks, will be the sole survivors In 
the regular vaudeville field. Re^ 
malning half week Is the Prospect, 
Brooklyn, which started a policy of 
'showing* bill Saturday (16). 

The three houses dropping out 
are announced by RKO as doing so 
for summer economy reiasons Only, 
but there are the usual chances iliat 
none may return to vaudeville In 
the fall if less expensive straight 
pictures make money. 



After six years as a leader in the 
field, Loew's is quitting the plctxire 
house unit business. It has decided 
on regular vaudeville bills next 
season for all Its de luxe houses, 
excepting the Capitol, New Tork. 
Latter also will soft-pedal the pro- 
duction end of Its stage shows and 
feature specialty talent mainly, as 
It has been doing for several 
months.. 

Loew's departure from linlt pror 
ducing leaves that field without . 
major competition for Fanchon & 
Marco, with the latter to be prob- 
ably the only unit producer of Im- 
portance durlng^ '32-'33. 

It is Loew's present belief that 
the chorus line and production en- 
hancenient for stage ehows in thia 
picture houses have lost their ef- 
fectiveiness through sameness dur- 
ing the six years that presentations 
have prevailed. The cost of a line 
and scenery can be devoted to sal- 
ary for an extra feature act on all 
bills for better results, with the act, 
if containing merit, likely to mean 
more to audiences than a familiar 
line of girls in front of the. same old 
fiash scenery, Loew figures. 
F. A M:'s Budgets 

F. & M.'s problem Is. different. 
The Loew unit's payroll for spe- 
cialty acts runs to at least $3,000, 
while F. & M.'s talent costs are 
considerably less. Girls and pro- 
duction are. generally regarded In 
vaudeville as helpful tia faljr acts, 
although good acts are better off 
without them. For. theattes that 
cannot afford large salaries and the 
grade of act that j^oes with , them, 
the F. & M. typei show is considered 
superior to a i>are program of the 
same turns without production 
support. 

Regulation vaudeville, without the 
trimmings, has replaced units in 
Loew's Paradise, New Tork; Valen- 
cia, Jamaica, and Jersey City. Re- 
sults in the new policy's 'first two 
weeks brought the decision to re- 
frain from unit piroducing in the 
future. The Loew out-of-town pic- 
ture houses that played the Loew 
units last season and are now In 
straight pictures for the summer are 
expected to follow the metropolitan 
trio Into vaudeyllle in September.

The usual rub In playing such a 
show Is the problem of what to fol- 
low with next week. The Capitol 
is simplifylns that by booking a 
$19,000 layout with Lou rfoltz, Phil 
Baker a,hd the Lyman bartd, hold- 
ing over. And then what's going to 
follow that one? 

As If the poor old Capitol mar- 
quee isn't overboard enough cur-, 
rently, Helen Twelvetrees is still 
another ijame to crowd Into the 
lights. She's delivered by the pic- 
ture end, via 'Unashamed' (Metro). 
The screen Isn't only playing second 
fiddle this week ; It's 'way baiclt in 
the band with the tuba. 

The stage show is composed of 
two distinct types of talent.

ence and will cause him serious 
financial losses would be an unwar- 
ranted interference with legitimate 
business. The chief objection which 
the theatre owner has to legislation 
of this kind is that he ' would be 
deprived to a considerable . extent 
of the right' to negotiate the price 
that would be paid for pictures. 
Price is a matter of bargain and 
sale. Under 'a compulsory law. It 
is possible tha,t old and Inferior pic- 
tures would be brought in here and 
sold to a theatre owner at a price 
which 'would prevent his carrying 
bn his business successfully. 
. 'The British theatre owner can be 
trusted to play fair between Brit- 
ish and foreign pictures.

Legal* Barrier 

. Ottawa, July 18. 

The proposal for a film quota re- 
quirement in Canada and other Do- 
minions, to be brought up before 
the Imperial Economic Conference 
in Ottawa, starting July 21, Is likely 
to lead to a battle ' between the 
Canadian goyerhment and the vari- 
ous provinces on the subject of 
jurisdiction^ 

If the Canadian delegates to. the. 
conference recommend • to Parlia- 
ment that a film quota law be en- 
acted for Canada, the various pro- 
vincial governments will remind the 
federal authorities that the control 
of motlbn pictures and theatres, 
comes within the jurisdiction of the 
provinces of Canada, it Is. Intimated. 
Censbrship and other filni regula- 
tions are provided by provincial 
governrtients • which are! not repre- 
sented at the Ottawa parley. There- 
fore, the provinces '\ylll have the say 
with regard to film quotas. 

Ontario and British Columbia al- 
ready have film quota laws on their 
books, but these are not being en- 
forced for the admitted reason that 
there have not been .sufilclerit Brit- 
ish films available In Canada to 
make quota compulsion effective or 
practicable. At the same time, it is 
said that Quebec, with its . French 
lanf,'uage strain, will not submit to a 
cjuota plan v.hlch would compel the 
showing of British films.

This euflhlng salute so famllar to 
Broadway and Hollywood, and so 
much cherished by the pralse- 
tblrsty. Is conspicuously absent 

'from radio. And for this reason 
theatrical Importations to radio 
often declare their new bosses to be 
cold storage prunes. 

There Is, of course, a great deal 
of typical first night gush -around 
radio studios but the gushing Is 
done by personal friends, fellow ar- 
tists, fans, br music pluggers. They 
keep up and bring over the exuber- 
ant flattery of Times Square and 
Vine street. But the more-pene-- 
tratlrtg note the absence, as a rule, 
of compliments from the r«ally im- 
portant directions. 
There la no radio equivalent to 

• the ; David Belasco or the Gilbert 
Miller who runs backstage after the 
performance and kisses the leading 
lady's hand and murmurs delicious 

, compliments in- French. Instead, 
when the microphone Is turned off 
and the program Is flriished the ar- 
tist finds himself , or herself in a 
great empty room from which the 
announcer has Just preblpltately de-

Too Much Ahti-Guati 
Radio Is ahtl-gush all the way. 
Probably most of the executives 
are unaware that anything In this 
line iB expected of them. They are 
perhaps a little too much the other 
way. Showmen who properly esti- 
mate and discount the usual the- 
atrical gush, hypocritical and in- 
sincere as much of It Is, still realize 
that a pat on the shoulder or an 
appreciative word does much to help 
the esprit de corps. 

Of course show business often 
carries this back-thumping to ab- 
surd lengths. If an executive has 
new stationary printed they send 
liim a'telegr'am from the home of- 
fice hailing his vision and artistic 
taste. If an author puts one good 
sequence in an otherwise stupid 
picture his genius for dynamics, 
montage .or symbolism is built into 
a super -gift from the gods. Let a 
Broadway producer put in four 
more tons of rhinestbnes than were 
ever before used In a production 
number and his daring originality 
will cause hydrants to burst In 
amazement. 

Reversely, however, to Ignore, as 
radio often does, fine woirlc or ex- 
ceptlonar effort, and let everything 
get the same silent treatment 
creates resentment. Whether the 
networks know it or .admit it their 
stinginess with merited praise is of- 
ten mentioned. 

Most recent example was in con- 
nection with the two poll tic;il con- 
yentionsf in Chicago. It is said that 
after working for hours on end with 
practically no sleep or relief the two 
crews were entirely ignored by the 
networks. Boys are reported to have 
felt hurt at the omission. Expend- 
ing their uttermost in physical 
stamina, professional resourceful- 
niess and generally complimented by 
outsiders, the engineers, announcers, 
commentators, and fixers expected 
word from the home offices.

Discloses^^^^^]^^ of I^d A^^ 



. Advertlfling takes a secondary 
rank In the world's radio progtama. 
The United States is the only coun- 
try In tho world that has developed 
ether Into ciish and carry dollars, 
whereas practioally in every other 
world center the cash returnable 
iangle is snooted. 

Xbout half of the European coun- 
tries don't seem to care about ad- 
Tertislng one -vay or the other; the 
rest of them definitely take an antlr 
ad. stand. Argument is that dial- 
twlsters inusn't ' ■> ar.noyed; Rey- 
ienue comes from the receiving: set 
owners who are licensed, with the 
broadcasting stations largely gov- 
eriiment-owned: • 

. Several curious anomalies natur- 
ally occur.. Germany permits any 
amount of paid advertising on the 
air, but not from foreign flrms. Idea 
there Is that It might hurt ; local 
product. Greece doesn't like broad- 
casting at all. Broadcasting of any 
sort Is not' permitted. Reception is 
okay to whoever wants to pay the 
license — unless he's a f orelgnei*. A. 
foreigner in Greece can't eve^n 
legally tune in. 

Another curious situation arises 
In the United Kingdom. Advertis- 
ing on the .air Is forbidden. The 
Irish Free State, however, thinks 
air advertising is okay and allows 
It, only accounts barred being those 
of foreign origin that might con- 
flict with ipcal trade. 

France, Germany Lead 

Most Important air centers of 
Europe are Germany and France. 
In both the radio habit is pretty 
well developed, and each country 
has about 30 broadcasting stations, 
using pretty - good programs. 
France's stations are divided be- 
tween government and private con- 
cerns. Govcmmont-owned stations 
forbid advertising. Private stations 
use it pretty nearly all the time and 
on a pretty jextensive scale. 

In Germany, the radio monopoly 
Is a part of the Postal branch of 
the government and all stations ac- 
cept advertising, except from for- 
eign companies. 

Italy, with about eight stations, 
also accepts advertising pretty free- 
ly. Advertising via air Is also okay 
In liuxemburg, Rumania, Poland, 
Yugoslavia and Rumania. In Spain, 
two of the 10 stations are open to 
commerclais and Norway sets aside 
16 minutes every day for the adver-r 
tlslng lads to do their stuff in. 

Countries absolutely forbidding 
ether advertising are Austria, Bel- 
glum, Czechoslovakia, Denntiark, 
Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, Nether- 
lands, Portufal, Sweden, Switzer- 
land and England. 

In Finland advertising Is forbid- 
den but people who furnish records 
are allowed to put In a plug for 
themselves before the programs 
start. In Esthohia the two stations 
are restricted to pure entertainment, 
sans pay dirt, for about three or 
four hours a da. . The rest of the 
time, if they can get it, it's okay 
to use commercial accounts. 

Advertising, when it is used, is 
quite different In manner from any- 
thing done in the United States. 
Largely it's a straight announce- 
ment thing, with the accounts pay.'- 
ing so miich per word, or per type'- 
written line to have their spiel reoid 
on the air. ' 
' Portugal and Greece seem to; be 
the only countries In Europe not 
having any sending stations, though 
Portugal boasts about 1 j amateur 
senders. These stations are on a 
haphazard basis and not at all con- 
trolled, sending programs when and 
if It pleases their egoes.

Free Time for 'March of 
Time* Program— Parallels 
Show Biz's 'Cue Weeks- 
Unusual Concession iFor 
Commercial Account 



CAN BECOME GENERAL 



Chicago, July 18. 
Return of 'March of Time' to the 
air under a six weeks gratis ar- 
rangement may have widespread in- 
fluehce in radio. Columbia has 
agreed to use the program as a sus- 
taining feature for six weeks after 
which the sponsor, 'Time/ the mag- 
azine, wi(l take it over and pay the 
bills. 

Qiilte emphatically this amounts 
to the network first preparing and 
organizing an audience for the com- 
mercial and having gotten the audi- 
ence turning the program over. In 
full swing, to the commercial. 
Should other advertisers demand 
similar courtesies the entire sales 
approach of the networks would be 
altered. 

While in the past the networks 
have often established and main- 
tained sustaining programs solely 
with the hope of attracting sponsor- 
ship, this method of selling pro- 
grams has tended to be discarded. 
Most commercials prefer to get the 
benefit In publicity, exploita.tion, 
and psychology of starting oft new 
and fresh rather than take over 
something alrieady going and not 
exclusively identified with them- 
selves.. 

'March of Time* was easily one of 
the mo^t popular programs' ever on 
the air and its quitting last year 
was the signal for a public protest 
too widespread and urgent to be 
dismissed as just one of those 
things. Columbia unquestionably 
felt that there was a good will ad- 
vantage to itself In having the pro- 
gram, which meant so : much In so 
many homes. 

By footing the bill for six weeks 
It means that Instead of the 'usual 
13 week broadcasting contract 
'Time' will pay for only 7 weeks. It 
compares with the 'break in' dates 
of vaudeville where acts work prac- 
tically gratis for the cream dates to 
follow. 



Rival Stations Kick on 
laCK's Attempted Move 

Council Bluffs, la., July 18. 

The application of KICK, Red 
Oak, to move hero at a Carter Lake 
location is receiving plenty of op- 
position.

Posts.

Judging from the way billings 
have beien holding up during the 
sunimer, the outlook for the net- 
works this coming season is good. 
Advertisers are requiring a lot more 
time to think it over before putting 
the signature to fall contracts than 
they did a year ago, although then 
the rush to hop the ether band- 
wagon didn't get under way until 
the mlddiie of August. 

Strictly oh a time billing basis,- 
NBC's income the past month 
showed close to 10% increase over 
June of the previous annum. Re- 
cent epidemic of cancellations has 
reached the vanishing point and 
the chains can now figure on the 
minimum revenue for the remaining 
stretch ' on the. summer; Unless 
things go awry again, it can be 
safely estimated that the sllgiit edge 
rolled up during June Will hold 
firmly through July and August; 

Networks' sales execs feel confi- 
dent that the approaching fall and 
winter will continue the percentage 
of increase maintained through the 
first six months of the current year, 
Thougii both NBC and CBS have 
heaps of choice time open at various 
periods of the night and day, the 
prospect favors filling up of the 
favored Evening stretch of the clock 
(6:30 to 10:00) on all three links 
by the end of Sept. . 

. Combinatior*^ Rate . 

But as for the daytime ' periods, 
the networks are not. so optimistic. 
Average past buyers of these nlclief^ 
were small mercbandlseris, who took 
to radio as a last .resort, in the 
desperate hope, that here was the 
advertising medium that would per*, 
haps lift them out of the qulcksahds^ 
Majority of these little fellows, it 
is figured but not actually known, 
have gone into the arms of the re« 
celvers. 

On the other band, a trend that 
became evident toward the end of 
the past season will likely prove 
a llfesaver for these daytime gaps. 
Evening commercials In consider- 
able number had adopted the idea of 
taking advantage of their contract 
discounts by sponsoring also a day- 
time program. Possibility is that 
the networks will work out special 
combination rates to make the idea 
still more attractive. 

Question agitating many adver- 
tisers Is whether they can afford to' 
stay off the air. Some commercials 
would like to quit but don't dare 
feeling that their sales totals are 
built up on a radio foundation and 
will dwindle without it. Still other 
advertisers feel an obligation to the 
radio fans they have created 
through certain popular programs 
and feel they- are honor-bound to 
return in the fall. This latter at- 
titude Is rather unique and might 
bo interpreted as the doctrine of 
noblesse oblige applied in diluted 
form to the commercial world.

Estimate 
embodies every daparfment and 
office in the business, here and 
abroad and includes all salary cuts 
as well. 

Film leaders, who have just com- 
pleted the tabulation, do not figure 
the industry can add much over an- 
other $2,000,000. 

Of this total the Hollywood stu- 
dios aire credited with an aggregate 
curtailment of around $6,000,000. 
Since picture negative costs are 
here figured apart from home office 
and theatre savings this means, 
company heads point out, that the 
average major fea,ture budget for 
'^2-'33 is. only about $.iZO,000 under 
the previous year. Before tlils offi- 
cial report'there were estimaties that 
budgets at the end of this year 
would show an average reduction 
of around 26 to 36%. 

The>tatistlciana do not base their 
approximation of HoUywopd savings 
to date on the announcements of 
companies. These .Would show a 
total schedule of 400 features. They 
calculate conservatively ' that the 
major companies altogether, will be 
doingwell if they deliver 300 fea- 
tures length Alms next season. 

Players' Reductions 

Reductions in star salarieis are 
said to constitute but a minor part 
in the Coast cut; As a matter of 
fact, executives 8tate,-much ado haii 
been made over the slice accepted- 
by a few stars; but actually the 
important contract players who 
have consented to a trimming cdni- 
prlse only a handful. . In many In- 
stances where cuts have" been &<:-• 
cepted the players have been so 
disgruntled as to have caused such 
friction that their organization fig- 
ured It more ecpnomical to restore 
full remuneration. ' , 

That industiT cuts haye - been de- 
ceptive and exaggerated to date is 
cited by the savings of one major 
company. Thia organization put in 
three cuts in all its departments 
throughout the world and now re- 
ports that the total saving is only 
around $1,000,000 yearly. 

Following the producer-distrib 
meeting in New York last week, for 
which Will Hays made a special 
trip ' in from the Coast, the feel- 
ing, among eastern executives is 
that ''although the new product will 
be on virtually the same cost basis 
as formerly, next- season's 3(jreen 
will reflect every dolliar's worth 
without the tremendous waste in 
surplus time and material previous- 
ly consumed in turning but a film.

heads for their reaction. 

Move is detailed to include the 
big electric compajaies, the prime 
purpose ' being to knit the industry 
into a more compact .and coopera- 
tive business rather^ than competl 
tive. It may amount to a dictator- 
ship, but as the plan is projected it 
is defined that It Is the companies 
eventual out from ah excessive 
overhead besides promising^ various 
and large savings in operation. 

The foundation on which the idea 
rests is that films and theatres have 
become such an agency of popular 
influence and public communication 
that some liberality in the anti- 
trust laws is necessary' if the busi- 
ness is to survive. 
. There is also the angle that such 
a move may. , get sidetracked and 
develop into Government, regulation 
for the film business. If so, how- 
ever, it is fiisured that any result- 
ant edicts would bear only on com- 
petition : In sales and players' sal- 
aries. Plan calls for both of these 
angles to be controlled, and the idea 
is regulated competlt'pn.

'Tabu.' Story and romance ax& in 
the background while the producer 
concentrates on dramatizing an ixc- 
tic blizzard and the trek of ah 
Eskinio tribe to escape statvatton.. 

Picture. hasn't «nough human In- 
terest to sustain a f ull hoiir of pro- 
jection and doesn't rate feature, re- 
lease. It's a novelty ttnd. for the 
purpose in mind, It's extremely well 
done, but it doesn't jell- as the cub- 
Btahce of a film show^ The whole 
thing, thrilling as the events; it 
shows are, is- actually commonplace 
in effect. They tell you that this 
group of furred people half buried 
in the !>now of a blizzard, are facv 
Ing death, but the plump and 
cheerful looking natives don't look 
it. It's a case where the bare actu- 
ality, unsupported by artistic and 
literary, trickery, doesn't register. 

Subject is really a silent accom 
panled by an off- screen Interlocutor 
who explains the motives of the 
characters and that in itself injures 
the illusion. Sound . effects are 
minor, except in one Instance where 
the Polar ice pack is breaking up 
and mountains of ice toss, pitch, 
pile up, groan - and explode for 
startling effect. A musical score 
accompanies the .unreeling and at 
intervals it Is backgrounded by a 
chorus singing weird chants, all 
stage accessories that ought to 
heighten Interest, but for some rea- 
son do not. 

Vital fl,aw Is that the drama isn't 
.put into ^understandable terms. 
Sixty minutes of cinematographic 
blizzards,- ice and Bsldmos is a 
strain on the. iattentlon, and there 
£a little , to lead on the sjpcctator 
from moment to moment. . Picture 
Is a sample of that rare thing — a 
story whose reallism is defeated by 
absence , of theatrical device. 

Toward the end there is a. scene 
in which a huge polir bear pursues 
the heroine while the hero paddleia 
and rues over the ice to the rescue, 
ending with the killing of the beast 
with the hero.'s harpoon. It's a 
great bit - of -hunting film, but the 
draniatic suspense for some reason 
never tightens, pictures of Eskimos 
falling into water boiling with fioat- 
ing ice fields ought to .p^ck a thrill, 
but after they've been repeated end- 
less times, they weary. 

The synthetic story never regis- 
ters. The demure heroine is cute 
to look at, but doesn't engage one's 
interest. The hero, , a picturesque 
gi&nt among these sniair Arctic 
dwellers, is the center of all the 
action, but he's an alien to romance 
and jiist a .character around which 
they haye grouped a great deal of 
marvelous, bleak Arctic scenery and 
strange and bizarre folk lore. As 
a human he doesn't register, as did 
the actress in 'Nanbolc' or the fas- 
cinating Island girl, of 'Moana' and 
her stal'-'art lover.

commission checks. 

Results appeiar to. favor the 
agents' theory, since the new ar- 
rangement actually gives floor ac- 
cess to more agehts than the old 
system did.

Rec- 
ompense asked by the agency was 16% commission on the talent used 
on the first six programs going on. under the sustaining banner, and the 
chain assented; The agency thus becomes a talent booking ageiicy for 
this, one program.' 

Arrangement also gives the agency the laist word on the .contents of 
the show, such as the news events selected for dramatization, and the 
lining up of the cast leaving Colunlbla Only to concern Itself with pro- 
viding the facilities. , 

B. B. D. & O. was the weekly's rep In connection with the ether adver- 
tising last season, and it Is understood that It's ^atod to take over that 
capacity again at the end of the sustaining period. 

Several recent, attempts to use women' announcers by Coast stations 
have failed.

Florenz Ziegfeld, perhaps the 
most publicized theatrical riianager 
in America, died at' Los Angeles 
last Friday (22). He survived 
pneumonia as did the late David 
Belasco, only to succumb to a heart 
attack. He went west suddenly 
about three weeks ago after doctors 
advised him to try the dry climate 
of New Mexico, two spots being 
discovered on his lungs, but he hur- 
ried to the coast with an attack 
of pleurisy a few days bsfpre he 
expired. ; 

The manager was. known in the 
profession as 'Zleggy.' He was fre- 
quently referred to as Flo, but was 
sensitive about the abbreviation of 
his first name and generally adver-. 
tised as F. Ziegfeld,. Jr. His father 
was a noted Chicago musician. His 
age was given as v63, but. h^e re- 
cently told a physician that lie was 
close to 70. 

Although he spent riiore than 
$200,000 in producing a single show 
he rarely experimented with talent, 
letting other showmen develop 
names whom he lured with high 
salaries, 

Ziegfeld reached the ^height of his 
career when at the New Amster- 
dam he produced a musical show 
downstairs and an after the theatre 
revue on the roof, known as the 
Midnight Frolic. Latter passed out 
soon after prohibition. KlaW and 
Erlanger were his partners in the 
Ziegfeld 'Follies' and when the for- 
mer split, th^ late A. L. Erlanger 
retained one-third . Interest • With 
both men deceased the standing of 
the 'Follies' name Is somewhat In 
doubt. 

H!« Own Theatre 

The Ziegfeld theatre at 64th 
street and Sixth avenue was built 
by William R. Hearst from plans by 
Jpsef Urban, who designed the set- 
tltags of many of hia shows. Lately 
It was reported the house might re- 
vert to the owner before the ex- 
piration of the lease. Reports, too, 
were that he had suggested recently 
that one attorney be assigned the 
clairiis against him. There is no 
doubt about Ziegfeld being finan- 
cially embarrassed. It was stated 
more than a year ago that he had 
lost $2,000,000 In Wall Street; 

Ziegfeld was meticulous In his 
presentations and exacti^ig to his 
eniployees. He generally frarned 
his own ads and gave Instructions 
as to the set-ups. 

It was during the try-out of the 
recently clbsed 'Hot Cha' that he 
was takeri . Ill, and It. was six weeks 
after the show opened in New Tor'', 
before he was able to attend the 
performance. ... 

ziegfeld, the son of a Chicago 
^physician, was born March 21, 1869, 
'and was brought up against a back- 
ground of music. His father was 
thd organizer of the Chicago Musi- 
cal College,. He sent the young man 
to Europe when 22 years old to 
further his n.usical studies. And 
Florenz — then .Flotenz; Jr. — gave the 
first indication of his future bent 
by coming quickly back to New 
York as an impresario with a Hun^ 
garlan orchestra, a group .of Rus- 
sian dancers and an English singer 
in tow. 

. His First Failure 

It was his first managerial a,t- 
tcmpt. It was his first failure. 

His first theatrical production 
cariie in 1896, when he was 27 years 
old. It was a piece called a 'Parlor 
Match' and it starred Anna. Held, 
whom he married in 1909. 

The show didn't do ep well at first. 
Then came the publicity breaks, A 
ritllkman sued Miss Held for a large 
amount of milk. What did she use 
so; much riiilk for? v She took dally 
baths in it. The papers went for 
the story. The show beean making 
money on one of' the classic press 
a^entr plants of all time. 

He starred Miss Held in a series 
of plays after that. 'The French 
Malid,' 'Papa's Wife,' ^The Little 
Duchess,' 'Miss Innocence,' 'Red 
Feather,' 'HIggledy-Piggeldy,' 'Pink 
Lady,' 'Mile. Napoleon.' The last 
three ^ were failures. Ziegfeld .gave 
up and went to Europe. 

In Paris, where he lived for about 
four years, he saw and .became eri- 
thusecl over the FoUes Bergere. In 
190G. he came back to New York 
with the idea of putting on a sim- 
ilar show. In June, 1907, Just a bit 
more than 25 years ago, he pro- 
duced his first Ziegfeld 'Fc^llle.s.' 
Other Musicals of Note 

HIa annual' 'if olllcs' productions 
weren't enough. Ziegfeld . turned 1o 
book musicals. Among his limashes 
were Sally,' 'Show Boat' « id 'Kid 



Boots,' though 'Rio Rita,' 'The 
Three Musketeers* and 'Louis the 
Fourteenth' grot him plenty of 
notice on their own. The last 
musical comedy he produced (with 
thei exception Of the current- 'Show 
Boat* revival) was 'Smiles' and a 
fiop. His quickest flop was 'Betiay,' 
which died at the New Amsterdam 
after only a few performances in 
1927. 

In 1927, he opened his. name 
theatre with 'Rio Rita.' The leaie 
on this house still lias four years 
to go. 

Ziegfeld married BHUe Burke ' 
April 14, 1914, and produced two 
plays for her, 'Caesar's Wife' and 
'Rose Briar.' Two years after 
their' marriage came the birth of 
their brie child, Patricia. 

Ziegfeld'a ' career was a turbu- 
lent one. Always he was in the 
newspapers; always £e was In 
trouble of sbme sort; constantly he 
was being haled Into court foir orie 
thing or another. He was sued by 
authors, stage designers, costumers, 
directors.- It didn't seem to ritatter» 
Seizure in February 
In Pittsburgh, during the rehear- 
sal of 'Hot-Cha' he was taken ill 
with iriflucnza. That was last Feb« 
ruary and he never fully recovered. 
In June he had a set-back and was 
confined to his home at Hastings- 
on-Hudson. 

Several weeks ago he left for the 
Coast. He spent several days In a 
New Mexico sanitarium and was 
reported holding-' his own and get- 
ting better. 

Suddenly at 10 : 30 Saturday 
morning, with only Dr. Marcus 
Radwiri attending, his heart gave 
way under the strain.

For • several hours after Zieg- 
feld'a death telegrams regarding 
his business affairs continued to ar- 
rive at the hospital; His daughter, 
Patricia, had been at his bedside 
until about an hour before his death 
came, taking down .typical Zlegfejd 
telegrams, all of considerable lenjgth, 
for New York. 

Paramount Saturday afternoon 
tried to; make up a symposium for 
a newsreel. Inviting Will Rogers, 
Caritbr arid . others who \i^orked for' 
the producer to say a few. words. 
Both Cantor fitnd Rogers declined, 
feeling Ziegfeld's ' death, too keenly 
to partlcipjUe In such an under- 
taking.

- The only Un- 
know;n quantity was Joe Cook, 
whose, clever and versatile work 
had . to be takeni oh .trust, till the 
show opened. 

The show was scheduled for the 
Prince Edward, a co'niparatlyely 
hew , house off the beaten , palth, 
which since Its opening, two .years 
ago, only became khoWn for Its 
numerous flops. . As a preliminary, 
'Fanfare,' played three weeks In 
Manchester, and two weeks In 
Streatham, at^ the Strealtham thea- 
tre, a. new outer London h'ouseV At 
both places the sliow was splendidly 
received, which .-was a good omen 
for the West End. With aU Its 
drawbacks the Prince Edward was 
not exploited,- and a show with an 
unknown comedian at an eiqually 
unknown theatre could not make 
good without extensive advertising.'

Have radio salariee for name at- 
tractions reached their apex, and 
will the comina season find these 
•alariee slidine to lower levels? Net- 
work execs and advertising aoenicy 
men differ widely on the question. 

Networks, as a o^up, emphatic- 
ally answer in the affirmative while 
the agencies almost unanimously 
hold . the viewpoint that the peak 
.has not been reached. 

From the networks' camp, came 
a warning from John Royal that the 
tdpmounteirs of the enteirtalninig 
ranks, both thoise already estab-. 
Ilshed In radio and fispirants from 
other fields, might as weU prepare 
themselves for a tightening- of the 
bag. Controverting this notion was 
the assertion by Earl G. Thomas, 
v.p., In charge of radio for the 
Hampton, Weeks & Mar^aton agency, 
that no. act can-be regarded sua. over- 
paid as loqg.as It attracts a maxi- 
mum Audience. 

Although, as each took the occa- 
sion to point out, it la their busi- 
ness to Jiteep the. talent cpsts down 
so that the Interests of their clients 
may be best served, the agency men 
declared that radio salaries will 
cbntlnue to rise until the medium 
has found a definite measure of 
value. And that day, to them, seems 
to be far off. 

No Peak Value 

. Radio at the present time, averred 
the advertisers' reiis, can no more 
determine the peak value of an at-; 
traction than it can determine the 
peak audience .of a program.- By, 
this time the average theatre has 
Its boxofflce possibilities pretty well 
charted, but for broadcasting the 
gauge of listener attention Is hardly 
mUch more conclusive than It was 
several years ago despite various 
survey efforts. That no two of 
these surveys have ever been found 
to Jibe- creates Its own commentary 
on the situation. 

Under these circumstances, ac- 
cording to major agency opinion, 
there is nothing left but the barter 
principle. The advertiser tries to 
buy a name that he figures will at- 
tract him a maximum audience as.' 
cheaply as. possible. If the name 
clicks' he has served .his purpose 
and the advertiser can consider the 
salary well spent. If the returns 
prove otherwise, the sponsor views 
it a flop and sets It down as an ex- 
periment that didn't work. 

It's Royal's contention that the 
salaries now being paid for radio 
topllners, and particularly asked by 
stage names, iare fair out of line with 
what advertisers can stand. Over- 
boosted salaries, the NBC v.p. In 
charge of programs argues, has 
raised havoc with vaudeville, and 
radio must start taking stock of 
itself to avoid a similar situation. 

A Gamble 

On the other hand, Thomas, the 
agency man, says that an outstand- 
ing attraction from the stage or 
screen serves Its value on the air 
regardless of the salary paid. . As 
for an artist already established On 
the air, the money value to the 
client should maintain a commen- 
surate as long as the performer Is 
able to go on holding or building 
his audience. 

Thomas brought out the curious 
point that a stage name is entitled 
to all the money he can get on- 
the grounds that he Is, with hJs

Washington, July 26. 

New York Cityi in the past year, 
has established itself ias the greatest 
radio wholesale market in the 
world, according to a report just 
completed by the U. S. Department 
of Commerces. Almost one-half of 
the radio equipment sold at whole- 
sale in the United States is dis- 
tributed from the metropolis. New 
York City establishments, more than 
any other, control the niajor por- 
tion of national distribution. 

The report shows .that the whole- 
sale distribution of radio sets and 
equipineht is highly concentrated 
geogtaphlcaliy, with . New . York 
loading the list. Other states In the 
first division are Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, California, and New 
Jersey. Approximately 70% of the 
radio business, so far as' volume 
goes, comes from^these points. 

Listing the distributing centers 
by cities, the Department finds that 
Chicago is second to New York in 
importance with Jersey..rClty third 
and San Francisco fourth. These 
four leading cities handle 60% of 
the total wholesale radio business in 
the United States. —

^rith these cancellfitions, (pointing 
to docuriientary proof of many radio 
conunerclals /going off the air)' lt*s 
impossible. Perhaps a year .or t^p 
hence, when conditions improve, 
we'll go into it agalri.' . 

And to this, too, the die-hards 
have answers; that the cancella 
tlons are seasonal, in that mldsiim 
mer is always a slack radio com 
mercial period; that NBC alone re 
ports a $16,000,000 gross ' revenue 
for January- June, . 1932, which is a 
$3,000,000 increase over the same 
first six months -of 1931, and that a 
year, from now the radio interests 
will again laugh at the music men 
and state, 'If last year you had held 
your ground we would have i>een 
compelled to yield, but now It's too 
late.' 

And so the verbal strife wages 
back and forth. The committee of 
eight representing the miislc men 
voted 6-2 against demanding too 
much. ^ 
; Tl^e malcontents among the rank 
and file ° of the American Society 
state that o£ the six who prevailed, 
composer' - author committeemen, 
such as Jerome Kern and Otto Har- 
bach« are npt truly representative of 
the average tin pan alleyite. Both iare 
wealthy men, they claim, rich from 
boxofnce royalties and not depend 
ent on any catchpenny royalty per 
centages from mechanicals and 
sheet music. It la no secret that the 
richest of musical comedy scores are 
meager revenue producers from the 
music or disk sales as compared to 
the Incomes on bpxoflflce percent 
ages due the authors and coriiposer, 
Hence, argues the songwriter who 
Cashions the ditties of the da,y, this 
revenue ft'om radio and anything

to exploit . itself, only a 'Yes, We 
Have No Barianas* can set, the' mo- 
tif, npt some unknown and unpopu- 
larized new song. - 

Therein lies the value of the mu- 
sic men's copyrlgtats. Let them' 
withdraw permission for public pier- 
formance Of these tunes and radio 
would be ori its knees, argue the 
Iwlllgerents. But in .the next breath 
they concede that none dare to take 
tbis position, kriowlng full well. tha,t 
there will be recalcitrants, double- 
dealers, and. opporturilsts who will 
step in to capitalize on the acute 
situation of 9, . music embargo. 

This faction .firgues, 'If we're to 
go down, we'll take radio with us. 
As. it is, they've about sunk us. 
'What have we to f^ar from any 
legislation no matter how.: power-* 
i!ul the interests behind radio may 
be? One thirig they can't do is make 
legislation re'troactive . as regards 
oUr already established copyright 
rights. Having those, we're pro- 
tected. 'What they do as regards 
future matierlal is something else 
again, but that shouldn't worry us 
particularly. 

'We have everything to gain and 
very little to lose. As regards 
what's left to the. music business, 
it's, like throwing good money after 
bad. So what difference does it 
riiake ' if we go . under? 'At least 
we'd have put. up a good flght And 
then we have every chance to win.' 

2 Or 3 Or 5% 

The -music men refer to their 
original intention ot taxing 6% on 
all commercial programs for the 
inusic- Tights.. The theory is that 
music is the backbone of every com- 
mercial program of any proportion 
The advertising agency spends 
large sums itpr radio 'time', facili- 
ties, for .talent for land wires ;3nd 
for/ radio continuity, then whylipt 
an additipnal percentage pn the siim 
tPtal fpr the use pf the coprlghted 
music? 

If 5% under present- conditions is 
excessive, the die-hards were agree 
able to a .2 or 3% coriipromlse fee 
ori commercial program costs. That 
would have meant a $2,000,000-$6,- 
000,000 income to the music inter 
ests. ; ■ 

In answer to this the other side 
maintains that the 26% .addltlonai 
concession of a guaranteed Income, 
Increasing it to $lt250,000, is a posi 
tlve concession of the yaliie of 
copyrighted music to radio. To 
which the retort is, 'If they gave 
us only $10 extra that, too, would 
be a manifestation of their conces 
ston.' 

What, the music . men need, they 
insist, is a greater revenue to make 
up for the dire effects on their busl 
ne'ss which radio allegedly has

To start with, the adaptation has 
taken large liberties wijth the play's 
text, playing down the original sex 
anfle and pjaying pp the political 
side for fiag-wavipg . and . .whoop- 
hurrah , purposes.

Flrdt 
and foremost it provides a particu- 
larly interesting role for Barry- 
more— that of a mid -western lawyer 
and a .fascinating type. He's a 
plain man with some rough edges, 
but a world of courage and earnest- 
ness and an engaging sense of 
humor, and, as i>layed by this sub- 
limated specialist In character types 
off the; conventional, the role grows 
tb a memorable bit of portraiture. 
It's a orie-man picture, for Barry- 
more's compelling acting pulls the 
release but of a hole. 

The peojple— the theatregoers for 
this discussion — ^are at the monient 
pretty thoroughly impatient with 
politicians and a story that under- 
takes to glorify the Washington 
solon isn't going to win any popular, 
acclaim.
